DEMOCRATS BEGIN THEIR TEST OF

THE APPORTIONMENT AOT.

Judge Mofiet Declides Agninst Repub-
lHeans and an Appeal Is Takene—

Other State News.

Special to the Indianapolis Journal,
TERRE HAUTE, Ind., July 16.—Senator
Turple, ex-Congressman Jason Brown and
attorneys Lamb and Beasley to-day filed
a mandamus in the Sullivan Circuit Court
to compel the county clerk, sheriff and
auditor to proceed with the election of
Senators and Representatives, under the
law of 1803. Ferd Basler is the relator and

"says he has asked the officers to do this,

but they informed him they would pro-
ceed under the act of March 5, 1896, It is

averred that the act of 1883 is in full force,
notwithstanding the repealing act of
March &, 1885. The apportionment act of
the same date is deciared to be uncon-
stitutional because the General Assembly

had no jurisdiction over and no general au-
thority to legislate on the subject of the
apportionment of the Senators and Ref-
resentatives except at the times and in
the manner provided by the Constitution,
which is on an enumeration to be made
every six years. The relator says that
under the provisions of the act of 1883,
Sullivan county was entitled to one Repre-
sentative in the House of Representatives
of the General Assambly and codjointly
with Vigo and Vermillioh counties was
entitled to another Representative; that
under the pretended act of 1885 Sullivan
county 18 oniy entitled to one Representa-
tive and the relator is theraby deprived,
as a citizen, voter and taxpayer, of the
rights, privilegezs and benefits accruing to
him by reason of the provisions of the act
of 1893. W. Scott Maple, appearing for the
other side, demurred to the complaint, and
Judge Mofratt overruled the demurrer, on
which an appeal was taken to the Supreme
Court.

A special dispatch from Sullivan says:
The case to test the constitutionality of
the apportionment act of 185 was tiried
to-day before Judge Willlam Mofliitt, The
case was probably brought in this district
because of the political complexion of
everything here, e court overruled the
demurrer of the Republicans, thus knock-
ing out the apportionment, so far as this
court is concerned, but it will go at once
to the Supreme Court for final adjudication,

our financial system was under discussion
in committees and between statesmen of
that period. Bo while these detalls were
left to Congress, after the adoption of

, Bection 8, says: “Congress shall have
paower to coin money, regulate the wvalue
thereof and of forelgn coins'" Section 10
sayvs: ‘““No State shall coin money or make
anything but gold and silver coin A ten-
der in payment of debts.” It says goid and
silver (applause). Not gold or silver. (Ap-
lause.) his is the onstitution. The

tates surrendered to Congresa the right
to separately coln money, but expressly re-
tained the right to the use of sllver and
gold us money, neither as token money,
one representing the other as silver Is now
coined, representing gold, but both as money
in their own right. (Applause.) Congress,
in faith with the States, has no more
right to demonetize one of these
metals than it has to demone-
tize poth of them, without the
consent of the States, éApplaum._) The
men who framed this onstitution then
proceeded to give it the construction in-
tended. They gave to both metals equal
dignity, equal rights, except to make the
dollar of silver, and it the unit of value
in which the value of gold would be meas-
ured, but with concurrent coinage with sil-
ver; they gave both metals free and un-
limited coinage. Both were given full and
unlimited use in the payments of debts.
There was no discrimination made in the
use of the two metals except that the unit
of value was to reside in the sgilver dollar,
and that gold coins were to be of the value
of so many silver dollars. This is the ex-
act la of the statute, of the men
who fr the Constitution and knew the
construction that it was inteaded that it
should have. Daniel Webster sald (See
Congressional Globe appendix, es M to
56, 'ﬁwent -fourth Congress, second session,
Dee. 21, j: **Gold and silver iz the money
of the Constitution. (Applause.) The consti-
tutional standard of wvalue is established
and cannot be overturned. To overturn It
would shake the whole system. Gold and
silver, at rates fixed b ongress, constl-
tute the legal standard of value in this
country, and neither C es§s nor any
State has authority to establish any other
standard or dispose of this."”
